SUICIDE ATTACKS 
Batavia, Nov, 14. 

Fighting raged with unabated 
fury in Sourabaya and in Batavia 
ax British Maj.-Gen, D.C. Haw 
thorn accused the commander of 
the Japanese (6th Army nnd his 
chief of staff of deltbeMptely hand- 
ing over arms to “unvuly resid- 
ents" of Java. 

A dispatch from Associated 
Press correspondent Vern Haoug- 
land at Sourabaya sald the British 
Indian troops werg battling in the 
heart of the naval base city and 
had repelled three suicidal Indone- 
sian attacks, during the night, 
killing over 100 Indonesians and 
sustaining six cosualties of thelr 
own in fighting for the Kota rall- 
wey atation and marshaling yards. 

he British threw 26-pounder 
artillory barrages against tho In- 
donesians who are entrenched in 
pre-war Dutch-built concrete pill- 
boxes in that area.

U.S. VIEWS 

An conditions for ao real solution 
for Palestine, Mr. Bevin: hinted:

no racial prejudice in Palestine 
and that all concerned in dealing 
with the problem should place 
human attributes atop of the scale 
and racial prejudice at the buttum. 

Britain, as B mandatory power, 
had undertaken to establish a 
Jowish home but had never under- 
taken to establish a Jewish state. 

In Washington, President ‘Tru- 
man makes no secret of the fact 
that he continues to favour the 
admittance: ‘into ‘Palestine of cone 
hundred thousand Jows. 

Making public last nicht his 
letter to Mr, Attlee, written In 
August lost, putting forward his 
view, President Trumun said that 
he still adhered to ‘his opinion. 

The President's letter conelides; 
“The main solution appears to le 
in the quick evacuation of as many 
as possible of non-repatriable 
Jews, who wish to gu to Palestine. 
If it is to be effective, such action 
should not be long delayed.” 

In Jerusalem, the Jews ore tv 
hold a genernl strike throurhont 
the country, Jasting twelye hours 
from noon to-day, os na protest 
against the proposals for Palea- 
tine, while lWw-morrow will be 
observed as oa gveciul day of 
proyer and fasting. 

The Jewish population has been 
instructed to observe a‘ atrict 
voluntary stay-at-home curfew 
during the strike, in order to avoid 
atreet demonstrations.—Reuter.

Str, -According to your cor- 
respondent, “A Chinese Observer,” 
it would scem there ix no real 
poverty in China. Those who ap- 
pear to be poor, emagiated, and 
clad in rags are either, generally 
speaking, — professional boyyars 
and undesirables. - whose — seting 
wbilitics, im many cases, must be 
of the very highest order—or 
people who hoard their money 
rather than spend it, Your cor- 
respondent lays stresa on the 
“decent” Chinene as distinct from 
those who ure apparently poor 
and, therefore, not “decent.” Lor 
how con they be decent when 
thelr condition’ {3 merely oo 
catch-penny sham? Even thelr 
tumble-down hovels, the dirt and 
overcrowding, are voluntarily im- 
posed by extreme thriftiness or 
constitute a subtle facade erected 
solely to emphasise the illusion of 
poverty in order ty excite prac. 
tical sympathy. 

If this is a sample of Chinese 
reallsm and an honest atlempt 
at factual reporting it ia not at 
all surprising that we of the 
West do not understand the “inner 
things’ of the Chinese, for both 
logic and truth are absent. The 
fact is that genuine poverty is 
widespread in this areca and, no 
doubt, throughout = the whole of 
China. Your correspondent would 
surely not attempt to strain my 
gullibility by arguing that many 
people carry the illusion of pover- 
ty so far as to bring upon them- 
selves. advanced starvation and 
death? During my short stay 
here I hove seon hundreds of 
cases which mean. starvation in 
any language. Admittedly, some 
such canes were beggars; but if 
these were shamming they were 
carrying their deception to the 
limits of reality. In this connec- 
tion, I am informed on reliable 
medical authority that of 3,000 
deaths in the Hong Kong-Kow- 
Joon area during ono recent month, 
1,000 wore dircctly duo to star- 
vation and, in a furthar 1,900 
cases, starvation was a contribu- 
tory factor. 

Your correspondent ‘says the 
healthy Chinese has no need to 
fear unemployment. This, how- 
over, is renlly_ irrelevant for om- 
ployment in China is not neces- 
parily an antidote to poverty. In 
many cases, tho difference botween | 
work and no work is the differ- 
ence between the baroat necessities 
and actual want. The degreo of 
poverty is soliewhat ‘less in one 
cue than in tho othor and-that is 
all.
